DAMAGES FOR EJECTION 
BY 
CARRIER.— During a yellow fever 
epidemic while two boys, in the last 
stages of consumption, were travel­ 
ing to their home, the train was 
stopped by a quarantine officer, and 
the boys being too weak to protest 
and the conductor not doing so. they 
were put off. They were delayed 36 
hours and one of them died within 
three 
days.

brought action for damages. The rail-' 
road company contended th a t the 
quarantine officer was acting under 
an ordinance and the conductor was 
ignorant th at the boys had health 
certificates. The supreme court of 
Mississippi in St. Louis A S. F. R. 
Co. vs. Roane, 46 Southern Reporter, 
711, held th at under the contract 
of passage the law gave them the 
right of full protection, and the com­ 
pany should not have allowed them 
to be put off the train, especially as 
the physical condition of deceased 
entitled him to the greatest con­ 
sideration.

Castle, 
Ky; Richard Ross, a miner, and an­ 
other miner, name unknown, burned 
in the hotel fire. 
Deputy Marshals

The trouble sroee from the refusal 
of the miners to obey temporary In­ 
junction restraining the promotion of 
a strike against the Stearns Coal Co.
